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NON-HERBACEOUS PHANEROGAMS OF THE INDIAN BOTANIC GARDEN, CALCUTTA

The purpose of bringing out a catalogue of non- 
herbaceous phanerogams of the Indian Botanic Garden 
on its 175th year is primarily twofold. Firstly, to give 
an idea of what' the Garden now possesses after long 
years of its existence, and secondly there is a pressing 
demand for such a catalogue, because the last one 
compiled by Colonel A. T. Gage (Rec. bot, Surv. India, 
5, 1912) is out of date and print for a quarter of a 
century now. A complete census of the more stable 
and largest group of plant population of a garden, 
such as this, is to act as a companion to the inquiring 
botanists and horticulturists, and, we hope, to serve as 
a useful quick reference work. It provides up-to-date 
botanical and Family names of every species of non- 
herbaceous phanerogams, which are cultivated in this 
Garden. Many species of non-herbaceous phanerogams 
of Colonel Gage’s time have died out. Unfortunately 
only some of them could be replaced. At the same 
time, a number of new' species was successfully estab¬ 
lished in this Garden. Some of these plants are new 
introductions to this country. As a result, the location 
of many plants has changed since Colonel Gage’s 


catalogue appeared and new species are growing in 
same localities. A map showing the working divisions 
of this Garden is appended as a ready guide to any¬ 
body interested in determining the location of any 
species listed in this catalogue. Therefore, this may 
not be regarded as merely a revision of Colonel Gage’s 
catalogue. 

A complete census of purely horticultural garden 
varieties of phanerogams of this Garden is now being 
made, and it is proposed to publish the enumeration 
list as a supplement to this catalogue. The enumeration 
lists of aquatic phanerogams and . different groups of 
cryptogams may appear as subsequent supplements. 

We take this opportunity of recording our deep 
sense of gratitude to Sri H. P. Naskar and Sri A. K. 
Naskar of this Garden for ungrudgingly helping us to 
prepare this catalogue, to Dr. S. K. Mukerjee, Keeper, 
Central National Herbarium, Botanical Survey of 
India, for very kindly advising us on some nomen- 
datura! problems, and to Rev. Father Dr. H. Santapau, 
Director, Botanical Survey of India, for his kind 
encouragement.
